SOANDAL.

Attorney-General Garland’s Duty in the Mat- 
ter Perfectly Clear—The Administration 
Must Be Uncommonly Honest—Views of the 


New York Times—Senator Vance’s Card. 


_ New Tonk, February 3.—The WORLD says: 

We are glad that Mr. Garland’s conduct in 
the telephone affair has been taken up by the 
house of representatives, as Mr. Garland has 
refused to recognize the impropriety of re- 
taining possession of his share in the Pan 
electric enterprise. When he finds that his 
action cannot meet the approval of those who 
have entire confidence in his personal integ- 
rity, he will probably see the propriety of at 
once freeing himself from the embarassing 
and false positien he occupies, either by re- 
signing or by absolute surrender of every dol- 
lar’s worth of his stock. He certainly can- 
not long remain biind to his plain 
duty when even the Evening Post, 
whose devotion to the administration has 
heretofore been ot the blind and unquestion- 
ing sort, begins to discover that the president 
is being injured by the unfortunate position of 
of his attorney-general. Right here, we de- 
sire to correct a singular misapprehension by 
the Washington Post, the able and enterpris- 
ing local organ of Mr. Garland and the admin- 
istration. Phe WORLD insisted months ago, 
and still insists, that it would be an injustice 
and a wrong to refuse to bring to trial in the 
courts the charge that the Bell telephone 
Patent is tainted by fraud. We have always 
favored the judicial decision of the validity of 
the Bell patent bya fair tribunal. We have 
always favored, and still favor, any legitimate 
legal process by which the Bell monopoly, as 
well as any other monopoly that obtains pub- 
lic franchises for public services and makes 
exhorbitant charges, can be broken up. 
The WORLD not only approves Mr. Lamar’s 
position that the Bell patent suit ought to be 
brought, but has entire confidence that it was 
made in the strictest integrity and good faith, 
without any regard to the parties directly or 
indirectly interested. But Mr. Garland occn- 
pies an entirely different position. He holds 
not only the position of head of the depart- 
ment of justice, but also holds a million or so 
of telephone stock, and is director and stock- 
holder and chief manager of one of the rival 
companies. Tostate his position is to con- 
demnit. Butthe mental processes of those 
unused to power at Washington seems to be 
singularly slow. If the telephone caseis to 
be tried with a hope of success, the prosecu- 
tion must have clean hands. If, as the Wash- 
ington Post says, the Bell telephone people 
prompt the attacks on the attorney-general, 
does it not see that the ownership of the stock 
by that officer must help the Bell side? 
Hence the necessity, from a legal point of 
view, that the head of the department of jus- 


p tice, the counsel of a great republican nation 


like the United States should befree from the 
suspicion of venal motives in pressing the suit. 
For the pretense that. as the subordinate 
officer in the department conducts the case 
the first officer has nothing to do with , It-ts 
absurd. Ha pilot in charge ofa ship chooses 
to call some other man to the wheel he is not 
thereby relieved from responsibility for the 
vessel’s safety. 

„ Almost anybody can see that if the court 
can be attained the Bell company will be the 
gainers,’ says the Washington Post. Justso; 
and this is an unanswerable reason why the 
attorney-general should get rid of his stock 
and remove the taint from the court. The 
reason why Mr. Gariand is under obligations, 
morally and politically, torid himself of his 
stock ought to be plain to every honest 
citizen. 

‘‘The issue of the last electfon was official 
purification against official corruption. Why 
did the people vote for Mr. Cleveland in pref- 
erence to Mr. Blaine? Because he was the 
better known? Because he was the more ex- 
perienced? No! Because he had the better 
record of official probity; because he had the 
higher sense of the obligations of a public of- 
oer to the people.

The law does not authorize the President 
for any cause to remove an ap- 
pointed and confirmed for a stated term. 
It authorizes him. however, to suspend 
such an officer until a successor nominated 
by the President shall have been con- 
firmed by the Senate. If the intent of the 
law was to subject removals to the con- 
ourrence of the Senate, or to enable that 
body to review the charges and proofs 
against the suspended officer and reverse 
the President’s decision, the provisions 
certainly fall far short of that object, and 
leave the President free to keep the con- 
demned officer suspended. 

The Senate may believe that the Presi- 
dent erred in his conclusion that the good 
of the service required a change of officers, 


but he can, if he chooses, refuse to put 


himself on trial before the Senate to an- 
swer for his exercise of the discretion 
vested in him by law. The Senate can- 
not compel him to go into particulars 
and defend the sufficiency of the 
grounds on which he acted; it cannot re- 
quire him to appear and show cause why 
JOHN SMITH, a suspended officer, shall 
not be reinstated and retained in office. 
All it can do is to refuse to confirm & suc- 
cessor. If it chooses to do this it can put 
the administration in the position of run- 
ning the Civil Service for the remainder 
of its term with a large proportion of the 
offices filled by ad interim appointments 
unconfirmed by the Senate. 

Why the Administration should blunder 
into such a position when it can occupy a 
stronger one and maintain more courte- 
ous relations with the Senate by frankly 
stating the specific charges found true in 
the case of each suspension, is by no 
means obvious to the conntry at large. 
What is there to be concealed, and who is 
to be protected by this secresy about the 
reasons for removing officials against 
whom no serious charge has been made 
public? 

The papers in some cases may not show 
in full the grounds on which the President 
acted, and the fact that his judgment was 
largely influenced by oral evidence may be 
good reason for not producing the papers 
and going into a rehearing of the case in 
the Senate, but this need not prevent the 
President from stating the specific charges 
which he found sustained against the 
accused officer. Such a statement would 
leave the Senate with no ground of op- 
position to stand on, and with nothing 
to do but to confirm or reject each nomi- 
nation on its own merits.

AI the influence and prestige of the 
crown and of the Queen personally were 
exerted in vain to uphold the Salisbury 
Ministry.

THE CLOWES TRAGEDY. 


Lillian Kelsey Acknowledges That She Was 
Not Married to Clowes. 
Cn1caGo, February 2.—The Times thie morn- 
ing published a long story, which revives the 
tragedy of January 22, when Onarles Clowes 
killed his mistress and himself in a bagnio in 
this city. At that time a young womar claim- 
ing to be his widow came forward. She said 
her maiden name was Lillian Kelsey and that 
the early part of her life had been spent in a 
smalltown in Ouyhaga county, New York, 
where she had lived with her grandmother and 
had taught a school. She claimed to 


have met and married Clowes in New York 
city. The Times says: Since the tragedy ru- 
mors have been current that this young wom- 
an was never married to Clowes; that she 
confessed this fact to his mother, and eed 
to compromise her claim on the estate of the 
deceased; and further, that for some time pre- 
vious to her meeting with Clowes she had 
been a member of the ballet in a New York 
theater. With the view of ascertaining the 
truth or falsity of these rumors, a re- 
porter called on Mr. Thomas Fulton, 
anuncle of the young man, who said Clowes 
had never intimated to him that he was mar- 
ried; that, onthe contrary, he bad denied a 
report to that effect which had reached his 
mother. Mr. Fulton then said: ‘‘I heard 
nothing more of the wife story untill was 
summoned, a few hours after the tragedy, to 
the side of the dead man, where 1 
was surprised to see a girl who 
claimed to be Clowes’ wife. I 
could do nothing under the circumstances 
but receive her into my family and treat her 
with all due respect, for we had no proof that 
she was not what she claimed. ednesday 
following the day of the funeral she acknowl- 
edged to Mrs. Loomis, Clowes’ mother, and 
myself that she was not what she 1 
Clowes’ wife. She stated that she had lived 
with him as his wife in various places, but 
that she had never been married. There 

no truth whatever in the story 
that she exhibited a marriage  certifi- 
cate shortly after the killing, I have 
never heard that Clowes introduced the gir! as 
his wife, or on any occasion acknowledged 
that he possessed a wife. In relation to the 

rt that we, or any of his relatives, have 
offered her $1,000 or any other sum to relin 
quigb all claims,! will say that such is not the 
case. Why should we, when she has declared 
substantially that she has no claim? We have 
not seen or heard from her since she made the 
statement that she was not his wife.

LABOR AND LABORERS. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST TO THE EMPLOYER AND 
THE EMPLOYE. 


Interesting Reports from the Knights of La- 
bor—Reduction of Wages in England—Ger- 
FC 

otes. 


The Canadian woolen-milis are crowded with 
orders. Last year Paterson, N. J., produced 
80,000,000 yards of ribbon, worth $5,600,000. 

The National association of stove manufac- 
turers will meet in Louisville to-morrow to 
advance prices on stoves, and various other 
matters of trade interest. 


Ina short time six Bessemer steel works 
will be in operation in the vicinity of Pitts- 
burg. Only one ofthese manufactures steel 
rails. The entire ee ane of the other five 
will be of merchant steel and material for re- 
working. 

Three-fourths of all the silk mills at Pater- 
son are working over time. Ground was 
broken last Wednesday for an addition to the 
largest silk mill in Paterson. New looins are 
being constructed and the producing capacity 
of that town is being rapidly increased. 

Manufacturers of textile fabrics have long 
régretted that fashions originate in Paris. 
They have seen that if an American style 
could be developed it would be money in their 
pockets and work for their looms. merican 
taste is being developed and an American 
style is coming. 

A co-operative shoemaking concern has 
been started in upper Michigan, with $50,000 
subscribed. Regular weekly wages are paid, 
and 45 percent of the profite are paid to cap- 
ital, 40 per cent to labor, 5 per cent for educa- 
tional purposes, and 5 per cent to dealers 
handiing their goods. 


If it is true that a syndicate of German man- 
ufacturers has sent emissaries to Shanghai to 
offer the Chinese $175,000,000 
price, it will be followed up by persistent de- 
velopment of commercial relations that will 
go very far to lift Germany from a subordinate 

a superior manufacturing condition. 


New manufacturing towns are springing up 
in the west. Pullman, III., has been written 
up anddown. Hermosa is the next candidate 
tor favor. It has every advantage a town 
could wish. Some of the western railroad 
companies are interested in developing manu- 
„ towns along the lines of their roads, 
and are lending all the assistance they possibly 
can. 

Large sales of coal and timber lands are be- 
ing madein Pennsylvania. In some of the 
Western stutes rich coal veins are being discoy- 
ered not far below tne surface, which exports 
say can be mined ata reduction over the oost 
of existing deeper mines, and that this econ- 
omic fact Nee sesto stimulate industries in 
those — borhoods. Copper mines are being 
developed in North Carolina, and machinery 
is being made for it in Pennsylvania. 


Fifty-one operators from the bituminous 
mines of the West met in Columbus on the 
22d instant to prepare for a co-operative effort 
by which barmony can be restored to the coal 
trade and friendly relations be maintained be- 
tween themselves and the miuers. A state 
convention of miners will be held in Spring- 
field on Febru 9. The miners are failing 
into line all over the country. Mass meetings 
are being held at frequent intervais in the 
anthracite coal region, and aspirit of harmony 
prevails which has not been known for fifteen 
years. 


The farmers through their Grange organiza- 
tions are extending greetings tothe Knights 
and are preparing to co-operate politically and 
in other directions. The representative of the 
Texas ae ney said recently in a convention 
of the Knights of Labor. I want to say the 
Farmers Alliance of Texas will stand 7 you, 
shoulder to shoulder, 75,000 strong. The Pa- 
trons of Husbandry of Indiana say there should 
be the greatest f cone between these two 
orders. The knighte of lowa have sent out 

reetings to the grangers of that state, and 

he Michigan state grange at its meeting in 
Grand Rapids appointed a committee of three 
to confer with a similar committee of the 
Knights of Labor. 


Manufacturers of textile goods are not push- 
ing goods very rapidly because of the unset- 
tled condition of the market for crude mater- 
ial. Print cloths have made another import- 
ant advance, and agents have put bleached 
goods up 2% percent. There are no stocks 
of woolen goods to speak of, and manufac- 
turers are — only to order. The com- 
mission houses of Boston are rejoicing over 
the recent advance of one-half cent per yard 
in indigo blue rints, and manufacturers 
throughout New England are taking a long 
sigh of relief at the prospects of increasin 
business. Most lines of woolen and worste 
fabrics of heavy weights have advanced from 
24 to 20 per cent over last season. The textile 
5 are calculating on good mar- 
gins. 


The steadiness that exists in so many lines of 
trade is due, in the opinion of the manufactur. 
ers and 9 to the old-fashioned practice 
of ordering goods in more moderate quantities. 
On this solid and conservative level business 
does not always seem to be as flourishing as 
it actually is. The boot and shoe makers are 
not yet working to their fullest capacity in this 
city, although the market is improving. Tue 
belief is that the year's business will go ahead 
of last year. There are 12,028 retail shoe deal - 
ers in the United states. There is an abnor- 
— small demand for high-priced leather 
goods. Some of the largest manufacturers 
are remaining out of the market, but are filling 
orders which come to hand. There are 800,000 


men engaged in the boot and shoe industry in 


the countrv, besides 6,000 convicts. 


During the past two or three weeks the Iron 
Trades Employers’ association in Manchester, 
England, has been holding several meetings 
to fix upon a reduction of wages to where 
they were in 1878, which means a reduction of 
7% percent. In Birmingham 20,000 working- 
men and laborers are walking about with 
nothing todo. Two weeks ago a meeting of 
5,000 n workingmen was held in 
Glasgow. underland 985, 000 is to be ex- 
pended on sea- front improvements to afford 
employment to idie labor. Wages have been 
reduced in the Scotch steel trade. The gen- 
eral tendency throughout Great Britain is 
toward a reduction of wages. The largest 
manufacturer of tin-platesin the world de- 
elares against the continuation of the combina- 
tion, and pone to let the weaker members go 
tothe wall. A large plant has just been put 
down for the manufacture of steel sleepers in 
Engiand. The Sheffield manufacturers are 
frightene i over the report of a combination of 
German manufacturers to effect a commercial 
monopoly in the Chinese Empire. A Wolver- 
hampton edge- tool manufacturer has just re- 
duced wages 15 per cent in orderto meet the 
German competitors. 


The latest assembly organized by the 
Knights of Labor was at Pittsburg, by the 
salesmen, and was numbered 4907. A great 
many of the assemblies under No. 2000 are de- 
funct, as the organization terms it, The 
painters, gas and steam fitters and half a 
dozen other branches are organizing. Nearly 
all the giass houses are busy. Organized labor 
is boycotting the only merchant tailoring es- 
tablishment outside of the union. In iti- 
more the cabinet and piano makers have gath- 
ered in nearly all the workers. Last Sunday 
the,brewers formed a union, and on the same 
day eighty varnishers and ditty musicians or- 
ganized in separate assemblies. A piano man- 
ulacturer ordered his workmen to accept an 
offensive forman or quitwork. The workmen, 
accompanied by a band of music 
marched to the factor and carried 
out their tools and benches. The bakers 
of the United Statesare iorming a national 
union, demanding a reduction to twelve hours 
work per ony Sor X days and fourteen hours 
on Friday. The average is fifteen and a half 
hours per day for seven days.

A COLD MONTH. 


The Year Opens in a Decidedly Frigid 
Manner. 

The month just close@ was a remarkable one 

in that its mean temperature was 24.8 deg., 

which was exactly 6 deg. below the normal for 


the month, 30.8 deg. In only three other 


years since 1870 has the signal service recorded 
a lower average in January. The highest of 
the month was 60 deg. on the 2d, 
which was 10 deg. below the  high- 
est ever before reached in that month in 


the past fifteen years, which was 72 deg. in 
1880. The lowest for the month was 8.2 deg. 
below zero, on the 9th, but there were several 
eold days about that time, on the sth the mer- 
omer touching 5 deg. below and on the 10th 
and lith 7 deg. below. It then eased up and 
no very chilly days have been exper- 
ienced since. The mefcury had a gala 
day on the 22d, traveling around 
its glass tube, when the day’s range waa 37.9, 
the greatest of the month. On the 28th it was 
almost stationary, the difference in the day’s 
readings being but 5.2 deg. The — pase. 
sized snowfall was on the &th, the coldest day, 
it will be observed of the month, the fall then 
— to zu inches. The total 
— itation for the thirty-one days, includ- 
n the snow, rain and sieet, amounted to 
3. II inches. The fact that the month was so 
cold will not be a surprise to those who have 
observed that the ee direction of 
the wind, dy a large majority, has 
been northwest. The dliszard of the 
8th is recalled by a mention of the fact 
that the greatest velocity attained was by the 
northwester of that day, which swept down 
at the rate of 44 miles per hour. The breeze 
kept up steady business, as is indicated by the 
wind gauge at the signal office, which shows a 
total movement of 9,057 miles for the month. 


A BRAKEMAN’S BLUNDER. 


Disastraus Collision Between a Passenger 
and Freight Train on the Chesapeake. 

STAUNTON, Va., February 2.—A disastrous 
collision occurred on the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad here at 10’clock this morning.

siding and completely wrecked both engines.

Charles Smails of Staunton, en- 
gineer of the freight train, had his 
back badly sprained and his body bruised. 
The only passenger hurt was Dr. Lafferty of 
Richmond, who was standing in the sleepin 
car and was knocked down and bruised, bu 
not noi powen § The accident was caused by 
criminal negligence. The freight train was on 
a side track, waiting the arrival of the express. 
Tue conductor told his brakeman, Samuel 
Viethal, when the express passed he should 
turn the switch.

Clayton Pavey Attacks and Shoots Will 
Oates, His Bruther-in-Law. 

Wasasu, IND., February 2.—The particulars 
have just reached here of a sensational affray 
which occured Sunday night in a charch in the 
village of Dara, twelve miles southeast of this 
city, in which a young man named Will Oates 
was shot by Olayton Pavey. Two years ago 
Oates eloped with Miss Ida B. Pavey, a sister 
of the would - be- murderer, the pair going to 
Niles, Mich., where they were wedded.

Nothing more was heard of 
the matter, however, until recently, when the 
old quarrel was renewed for some reason, and 
finally culminated Sunday night. Mr, and 
Mrs. Oates were sittinginafront pew and 
Clayton Pavey stepped up and declared that 
he had come to settie the matter, at the same 
time striking Oates. The latter tried to de- 
fend himself and Pavey drew a revolver and 
fired at Oates, who grasped the weapon and 
received a very serious wound. The congre- 
gation fled in wild disorder, Mrs. Oates drop- 
ping her baby, who was tramped upon and 
— ~ 24 — injured. Pavy was arrested 
night.

GIANT POWDER. 


An Important Decision in an Insurance Case 
A First Wife’s Victory. 

DENVER, COLo., February 2.—A decision of 
importance to insurance companies was ren- 
dered here in the United States circuit court 
yesterday by Judge Hallett. The suit was 
brought by Sperry Bros., of Garfield against 
the Sprinfield fire and marine insurance com- 
pany to recovec the loss on a fire in 1883. The 
Sperry Bros., store contained 700 pounds jof 
giant powder at the time of the fire. A clause 
of the policy received from the Springfield fire 
and marine company reads as follows: It 
the assured should keep gunpowder, fire- 
works. nitro-glycerine and chemical oil without 
written permission inthis policy, then in 
every case this policy is void.“ The 

laintiffs claimed that inasmuch as 

he words‘ giant powder’’ were not mentioned 
in the policy, they had aright to their insur- 
ance. Judge Hallett quoted the latest and 
best scientific authorities, and concluded his 
opinion by saying that ‘‘nitro glycerine’’ is

olicy of insurance; so that the keeping of 
Enis giant powderor dynamite, or by what- 
ever other name it may be known, in the 
storehouse, was forbidden by the policy.’’

WICKED WARD. 


HOW HE GAINED JAMES D. FISH’S CONFI- 
DENCE AND LED HIM 10 RUN. 


The Convicted Ex-President of the Marine 
Bank Talks Freely of His Troubles—Gen. 
Grant’s Implicit Confidence in the Napoleon 
of Wall Street. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

NEW YoRE, February 2.—James D. Fish, late 
president of the Marine bank, was brought 
from Auburn last Saturday to testify in certain 
suits brought by W. S. Johnston, the receiver 
of the Marine bank, and will probably remain 
here a week or more. He is stopping at the 
Murray Hill hotel, where he is constantly vis- 
ited by members of his family ana a few per- 
sonal friends. The PoOstT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent called on him yesterday and found 
the ex-banker comfortably seated in a large 
rocking-chair before a pleasant grate fire, 
smoking a cigar and reading a morning paper. 
He was dressed in a plain, dark business suit, 
and his face wore the ruddy glow of health. 

‘‘I really don’t know how long I shall be 
here, he said, in answer to the reporter’s in- 
quiries. ‘‘Mr. Johston, the receiver, wanted 
my evidence in some suits, and I was brought 
down on a writ of habeas corpus, but I don’t 
know what the suits are. There are several of 
them, however, I am told, and probably they 
will all be brought up before I go back.’’ 

Mr. Fish talked freely of his troubles and of 
his business relations with Ferdinand Ward, 
and told how he became acquainted with 
Ward and how the latter had gained his con- 
fidence and led him on to ruin. 

I was in business for over forty years, he 
said, ‘‘and my truthfulness and integrity 
were never questioned. When I became pres- 
ident of the Marine bank, twenty-three years 
ago, it was a small concern with little means 
or credit, and so little did I know of the com- 
ing crash that only a week or two before the 
failure I bought some of the stock of the bank 
and thought I was getting a bargain. I made 
Ward’s acquaintance. He ‘went through’ 
Sidney Green, who was an old friend of mine, 
and after Mr. Green’s death, at Ward’s solici- 
tation, I advanced him the money for a num- 
ber of small deals in flour and other articles. 
He seemed alikely young fellow and always 
made his returns regularly and honestly, as I 
supposed. He was very intimate with Mr. 
Edson, David Dows, and others, and told me 
that Dows had advised him to buy Rock Island 
stock, and used to tell me about the check 
that Edson gave him when he got married. 
About the time he began buying stocks he 
took a desk in Dominick & Dickerman’s office, 
and did his business through them, but 

OFTEN COME TO MK FOR ASSISTANCE, 
which I gave him. In 1879 he hired a little 
house in Stamford, Conn., and invited me to 
come up there and meet ‘Buck’ Grant. I 
didn’t go, however, andthe first time I ever 
saw young Grant was at a dinner at the Union 
League club. Ward kept telling me that 
‘Buck’ would like to go into business with 
him and me, and after I had met young Grant 
I consented, and the firm was organized and 
Ward assumed the active management. After 
Garfleld's nomination Ward told me that Gen. 
Grant also wanted to get into the firm and had 
$50,000 to put up. He said: I think we had 
better take him in, as his name and influence 
will help us.’ Then Jesse wanted to come in. 
By this time Ward had made himself solid 
with the whole family, holding the most inti- 
mate social and business relations with them. 
He carried a gold knife presented to 
him by the general and often 
showed me other little souvenirs 
presented to him and told me that he had 
charge of all Gen. Grant’s securities while the 
latter was in Europe, and made investments 
for him, and how pleased the general was 
when he returned. When he built his big 
house in Stamford he fitted up an elegant 
room which he called Gen. Grant’sroom. It 
was a gorgeous affair, with a representation 
of the world frescoed in the ceiling, and I be- 
lieve Grant spent some time up there with 
him. The first I ever heard of

was in January or February, 1882. Ward came 
to me one day and said: ‘i’ve something to 
tell youthat is magnificent; something that 
will astonish you and show how lucky we were 
in taking the Grants in.’ He then said that 
Chaffee and Elkins were strong personal friends 
ot the general and believed he would again 
be president, and that they were going to 
give him an interest in some very valuable 
government contracts they had, and the busi- 
ness would be done by the firm.

The certificates express that, 
after the veto of the bill by the mayor, it was passed 
in each house, and received the votes of two-thirds 
of the members elected to each house. Without st- 
tempting to determine whether the certificates fu 1 
comply with the charter provision on the subject, 
thin at under them the bill should be transmitted 
to the city register, as prescribed in the city charter. 

The communication was filed. It was re- 
solved after much discussion that when the 
house adjourn it adjourn to Wednesday night. 
A resolution that the council be notified of the 


reorganization of the house was adopted. Mr. 
O’Neil offered the following, but after some 
discussion it was withdrawn: 

Resolved, That the clerk of the house of delegates 
is hereby instructed to notify all members who may 
be absent from the meetings of the house for two con- 
secutive meetings that they will be brought before 
the bar of the house, and unless good and valid ex- 
cuse be shown for their absence from the meetings of 
the house, and failure to discharge their duties as 
members of the house, that their seats will be de- 
clared vacant, and the mayor will be requested to or- 
der an election to fill said vacancies. 

A motion to adjourn being made, Mr. Sulllvan 
called up
